“THE DEAD ALIVE.’ 


Mysterious Disappearance ofa Mexe 
ican in Tavs—Four People Com- 
mitted for IIis Murder—When 
HIle Turns Up Alive and 
Well. 


Some timein the early part of last win- 
ter a Mexican party by the name of An- 
tonio Bruno Lujan, living down in Taos, 
left his wife’s bed and board, and made 
off to parts unknown, without telling 
where he was going. His wife appeared 
to fret so little at her lord’s absence that 
the neighbors came to the charitable 
conclusion that she and her relatives had 
murdered him, and accordingly hauled 
her, witha brother and cousin, and an 
Indian, who seems to bea relative on 
the wrong sideof the blanket, before a 
justice of the peace, and by dint ofa good 
deal of hard swearing proved the murder 
against them beyond  peradventure. 
Their testimony perhaps, would not have 
stood the test of a cross-examination by 

Ben. Butler, inasmuch as, while half a 

dozen swore stoutly that Lujan had been 
beaten to death with an Indian war-club, 
six others asseverated on oath equally 
strongly that he had been strangled to 
death with a rope, much in the same way 
the Thugs of India dispose of their vic- 
tims, but all of the twelve agreed that, 
after the death had been let out of poor 
Lujan’s body by either of these modes 
the remains were cremated to destroy the 
evidence that he had met with foul-play. 
It was not made very clear how they be- 
came acquainted with all these particu. 
lars, but all the witnesses were of such 
ood standing in the community that the 
magistrate had no otner alternative than 
to commit the entire party of prisoners to 
await the action of the grand jury. En- 
couraged by their success, one dozen in. 
defatigables went to collect proofs of 
what-they had alleged, the holders of 
the rope theory hoping to find the cord 
that had twisted Lujan’s neck, the pro- 
mulgators of the club hypothesis seeking 
the fatal billet of wood which dashed 
vut what brains the murdered man_ had 
had. Neither club clotted with blood 
nor rope wound in a suggestive noose 
was found, but a lot of half-buried bones- 
evidently those of a wolf or some othe 
animal, were unearthed, which confirmed 
the theory on which both particvs were 
united, of the vulcanian end to which 
the deceased had come. These, ‘‘hand 
ling tenderly, lifting with care,” they 
put in an urn « la thestyle of the ancient 
cremationists of disposing of the ashes 
of the dead, and after shedding regretful 
tears and offering pious prayers fur the 
peace of the owner’s soul over them 
locked them inthe safe of the county 
clerk’s office to await the period when 
they would appear as dreadful and in- 
controvertable witnesses against the false 
wife and her unnatural relations. Un- 
fortunately, just as the case was coming 
to trial, and, it is said, that the aCCUSe Hy 
would have probably have been convict 
edof the terrible crime alleged against 
them, Senor Lujan turned up alive and 
well, and very much surprised to find 
that he had been murdered and afterward 
burned, Of course, even in Taos, the 
word of the man himself that he was 
alive and well was sufficient to connter- 
balance that of the twelve good men and 
true that had sworn to the contrary, and 
the accused were immediately liberated.

DIED OF HEART. 


A Revenue Defaleation and an Assas- 
sinathon—A Receipt not Signed. 


[ Washington Despatch to the Boston Post. | 


In an effort of the bondsmen of a de- 
faulting internal revenue collector to ob- 
tain a new trial, that the judgement against 
them may be set aside, the details of one 
of the most remarkable of defalcations 
have been brought to light. In 1807 
Davis D. Bonfeoy was collector for the 
fourth Texas district, headquarters at 
Marshall. One of his deputies stationed 
Jefferson, an ex-Confederate, by some 
means got about $18,000 behind in his 
accounts. Bonfeoy went in person to 
Jefferson to secure a settlement, and af- 
ter wrangling for some. time the deputy 
drew his revolver (the two were alone in 
the deputy’s office), and presenting it 
told Bonfeoy he would kill him untess he 
(Benfeoy) would consent to sign a reciept 
in full forthe missing $18,000. To gain 
time Bonfeoy consented, and asked the 
deputy to draw up the receipt. Before 
he had written half of it Ronfeoy shot 
him and he died instantly. The civil au- 
thorities at once arrested Bonfeoy and 
threw Kim into jail. That night Bon- 
feoy’s house was entered and his wife wis 
murdered. This turned the tide in Bon- 
feoy’s favor, and after a delay of a day 
or two he was released on bail. 

On his way home he passed the new- 
made grave of his wife, when his emo- 
tion so overcame him that he fell faint- 
ing to the ground. In twenty-four hours 
he was a corpse, having died of a broken 
heart. Some time subsequent to his ar- 
rest the military authorities took posses 
sion of his safe, and breaking it open 
found $68,000, which was $76,000 less 
than there should have been in it. For 
three years the internal revenue bureau 
strove to get matters straight, and ascer- 
tain on whom the responsibility for the 
defaleation ought to rest. 

Finally, in 1871, Supervisor Yarvan 
was put on the case, and after three 
months’ hard work he solved it, and 
found .by indisputable proofs that the 
money was all there when Bonfeoy died, 
and that it had been stolen by Bonfeoy’s 
deputies. On this, suit was_ instituted 
against Bonfeoy’s bondsmen, and by a 
decision given a few months ago judg- 
ment was taken against them for the 
amount of the bond, $50,000. This 
judgment they now usk to have set aside. 
They do not dispute that the forfeiture is 
legal, but claim that equity entitles them 
to relief. It is probable tuat the solici 
ter will decline to agree to a new trial, 
when they will make their appeal to con 
gress,

Editors Constitution: 1 was pleased at the 
way the candidates in DeKalb county ex- 
pressed their views the other day at the bar- 
vecue, especially on the dog and the bond 
question, The candidates for the legislature 
in every county should define their posi- 
tions before the day of the election. 1 feel 
somewhat interested in the dog law, and 
have been trying for the last two years to 
have ope passed. We want more sheep and 
ff a betver quality; but we shall never 
have them until we have a law to protect 
the farmers against dogs. I don’t pro- 
pose to make it a general, but a local 
law; and where counties prefer sheep to 
dogs give them their choice and *vice versa, 

1 will now give you the substance of a 
bill that Lhavo heretofore suggested to some 
of the members of the legislature. Put a 
iax of fifty cents on every dog, to be as- 
s@ssed and cCoilected with the state and 
county taxes, and paid over by the collector 
to the ordinary of the county, to be held by 
him and denvuininated as asheep fund. In 
the first place make the owner of the dog 
responsible for the sheep killed by his dog 
when the proof is sutlicient to eon- 
viet; but in the absence of proof and 
the nonu-suvivency of the owner of the dog 
let him with the proper proof of his sheep 
having been killed by dogs, draw his pay 
from this fund at the same valuation that 
he put on his sheep when he gave them in 
to the tax receiver. And at the end of the 
fiscal year let the ordinary turn over what- 
everis in his hands of this fund to the 
school fund of the county. Aud if there 
should have been n> sheep killed {tn the 
county during the year, tuey could not have 
been taxed fur amore nobie and glorious 
purpose than education. Let the old 
pinetields of Georgia that have been worn out 
by the cultivation of cotton in the days of 
land butchery be converted into sheepfolds, 
and the land reclaimed. There should be 
no more necessity for the United States im- 
porting wool and woolen goods than there 
is for her to import cotton. In I1S71 the 
United States imported 70,000,000 pounds of 
wool, and paid out during the same year for 
woolen goods, imported from other coun- 
tries, $44,000,000. All of this movey should 
have been kept at home to enrich our own 
country aud people, instead of other coun- 
tries. 

One word about sheep. The best sheep 
for wool growing in this country is a cross 
of the merino on our best native or common 
sheep—say from } to 4 blood of merino; 
and by ail means never shear your sheep 
but once a year—they will do better, and the 
wool will be of a better quality, and worth 
from five to ten per centum more to the 
manufacturer,
